DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 

1 . Applicanfs election with traverse of restriction in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that the claims are a subcombination/combination. This is not found 
persuasive because the inventions are distinct and the subcombination, the slurry, can be used in a 
different process, such as one v^th only one polishing step. The combinations does not require all 
of the particulars of the subcombination, such as, the particular abrasive, particle size, 
concentration, etc. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



Claim Rejections - 55 USC § 102 
2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under 

section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 
21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 
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3. Claims 1-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Hattori et 
al.-6,527,818. 

Hattori discloses the claimed slurry of an organic polymer abrasive (methyl methacrylate), 
having the claimed concentration and particle size and the specific additives of a surfactant, 
oxidizing agent, activating agent, passivating agent, for use of polishing a metal film such as 
copper, tantulum, aluminum, tungsten, titanium.
